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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is a response to the amendment received on February 28, 2008 
which has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed on December 5, 2007 has been 
considered. 

Response to Amendment 

Claims 1-18 are pending in the application. Claims 7-18 are new. 

-The 102(b) rejection of claim 1 has been withdrawn due to applicant amending 
claim 1 with limitations not disclosed by the prior art of record used in the rejection. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 7, 8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Usuki et al 5,743,826 (IDS reference). As to claim 1 , Usuki et al discloses a property 
correcting system for an automatic transmission for shift operation by engaging and 
disengaging frictional elements in a multistage transmission (4) arranged to a torque 
converter (3) using a hydraulic control valve (hydraulic circuit with oil pressure 
electromagnetic valves), means for measuring a controlled variable (driving duty ratio) 
of the valve relative to a difference between an input revolution (Ne) of the converter 
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and turbine revolution (Nt) of the converter, in a state that the input revolutions of the 
converter is within a predetermined range (i.e., N1 , N2 or N3) and means for storing an 
amount of correction (via S81 ) based on the controlled variable to an electronic control 
device (7) for controlling the transmission. As to claim 7, the control valve is used for 
driving one of the frictional elements (i.e., Figure 2). As to claim 8, means for 
measuring the controlled variable is in a state wherein an output shaft (between 4 and 
50 in Figure 1) of the transmission is installed. As to claim 10, means for measuring is 
in a state where the transmission is set to a predetermined gear shift position (i.e., 
neutral to drive, N-D range). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Usuki et 
al in view of Henneken 6,931 ,924. Usuki et al discloses an automatic transmission 
having a correction system, but does not disclose if the transmission is tested on a 
bench. 

Henneken discloses a method for testing the function of an automatic 
transmission on a test bench using the input parameters of the transmission. 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to test the transmission of Usuki et al on a test bench in view of 
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Henneken since it is well known in the art to use test benches for transmissions to find 
defects before installing in vehicle. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 4-6 and 12-18 are allowed. 

Claim 2, 3 and 9 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
